At that, I was 
lucky; another bayonet stroke just 
grazed my stomach. 
I had been at Dulmen for three 
w *eks when we were transferred to 
Brandenburg, Havel, which is known 
as 44the hell-hole of Germany*’ to the 
prisoners. 
it certainly is not too 
strong a name for it, either. 
On the way we changed trains at 
Osnnbruek and from the station plat­ 
form I saw German soldiers open up 
with machine guns on the women and 
children who were rioting for food.
